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It is reported that the following directives were issued by the Politburo of 
ERE on @3 and 24 September 1946. 


1, Internal situations 


This was developing on the lines predicted. There was now a state of civil 
war which grew in intensity every day. Government terrorism had expanded 
throughout the country. Arrests, deportations and oxecutions were common 
Gaily ocourrences. J was, therefore, natural thet the people should have 
reacted so strongly. The new military operations would wake the situation 
‘worse, Misery and want were beginning to creep into the areas where these 
military operations ware taking place. Work had practically ceased and the 
areas in queation were cut off from the rest of the country. Refugees were - 
beginning to overcrowd the towns in Macedonia ond Thessaly. Campaigne 
(strikes) to relieve the people from their present distress were therefore 
necessary. The monarcho-fascist Government would probably oppose these cam- 
geigns. Sut as the people would be fighting for their daily bread and 
their independence, the Government's efforts would he of no avail. 


a As the Party did not wish this cheotic situation to continue, it was pre- 
pared to come to terms with its opponents provided “future collaboration 
was undertaken on equal terms with equel rights and privileges”. The Party 
would then do all in its power to help reesteblish lew and order,

The Politburo had information to the effect that an attexpt on the King’s 
life might be staged by the monarchists on the day of hie arrival to 
enable the Government to outlaw the Party, The Party was therefore cover«- 
dng itself by passing the information over to the Police, surly members. 
“ould, in the meantime, take all nwcessary security measures to avoid pre=« 
cautionary arrests. They wore also instructed not ‘o attend any of the 
manifestations connected with the King’s return. \ 


EAM Congresa: 


The Central Committee of EAM would continus its efforts to obtain official 
sanction so thet the EAN Congress could meet, if possible, legally. Repe 
resentatives from provincial EAM orgenisations were, in the meanwhile, in- 
structed to postpone their departure for Athens until fresh instructions - 
were issued, 


The left-wing press: 


Circulation was decreasing rapidly and "Neos Dronos” - the official AKE 
weekly ~ had been obliged to coase publication. This wae due to State ter- 
rorism, The situation should be remedied. KGA was instructed to see that 
gach one of its monbers bought "Risospastie", which was ouly selling about 
17,000 to 18,000 sopies daily, yét KOA had more than 20,000 members and at 
least double that number of followers aad sympathirers. 


The cost, of Jivings 


This was rising. UNRRA gooda wore being sold at twice the price the Govern 
ment had fixed sous time ago. Foodstuffs and articles of prime necessity 
were becoming extremely expensive, The peopie's organizations were to react 
strongly ageinst the State and other black warketeers. Protests should be 
presented to the Ministry of Supply snd to UNRRA.. The dismissed Central Com 
mittes of the Greok Federation of Labor and dieminsed wounltbeses of the 
Workers' Center of Athens would dubult the workers’ latest financial demands 
in order to meet the increased cost of living. The workera should obtain a 
75% inorease a8 well as food. The Central. Committees of Athens and Piraeus 
unomployed should also apply for free UNRRA supplies for the unemployed. 


NOTE: It is independently reported thet 2 Comalttoe of unem- 
ployed KOP ssamen net on 25 September in Piraeus to disousa the 
decision taken by the Government to stop the unemployment bonus. 
If the Government did not reverse its decision, it was decided 
that unemployed ecanen would hold demonstrations outside the 
Ministry of Mercantile Marine. Protests would also be sent to 
Foreign Seanen's organizations and to the International Transport 
¥ederation, 
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
